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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Luhmann et al. [US 
6680096]. 

Luhmann '096 relates to an adhesive film strip for an adhesive bond which can be 
separated (rclcasablc) by pulling on the strip in the direction of the bond plane (extensible), the 
adhesive film strip comprising first and second ends, wherein the first end serves as a tab for 
pulling and the second end terminating in at least one point; and an adhesive region extending 
from the first end toward the second end. The adhesive region comprises a first adhesive region 
adjacent to the tab, a second adhesive region adjacent to the first adhesive region, wherein the 
second adhesive region has a cross-sectional area that is sharply reduced relative to the cross- 
sectional area of the first adhesive region, and a third adhesive region adjacent to the second 
adhesive region extending and forming the second end [abstract]. Figs. 7-9 show various 
embodiments of divided second end portions. 

Luhmann teaches all the features of the claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Luhmann et 
al. [US 6680096] in view of Luhmann et al. [US 6544639]. 

The teachings of Luhmann '096 are again relied upon as set forth above. 

For claims 2-6, Luhmann '096 is silent about the configuration at the tip of the divided 
second end portion. However, Luhmann '639 relates to substantially the same adhesive tape and 
shows in Fig. 1-14 various alternative configurations at the tip of the divided second end portion. 
It should have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Luhmann '096 to form 
the alternative tips for the divided portions, including a rectangular shaped tip, etc., as taught by 
Luhmann '639, because the selection of a known equivalent material based on its suitability for 
its intended use supported a prima facie obviousness determination. See MPEP § 2144.07. 
Regarding the various dividing methods, the examiner takes Official notice that the recited 
various dividing methods are all old and well known functionally equivalent methods to a skilled 
artisan.
